SpinuriiLii, Mu., Oct. 4. 

Prom a private iu the Sixth Ktnw C*»- 
*lry, wlto participate. I in the tight at 
Newtonia, Tuesday laat, we learn the fol- 
lowing particulars ; 

Col. Solomon, on Monday, learning there 
was a rebel force — thought to be five hun- 
dred atrong — at Newtonia, sent about kix 
hundred troops — one hundred and seventy- 
five infantry, and the balance oavalry — un- 
der command of a Major of the Ninth 
Wisconsin, whose name we did not learn, 
to drive them out. They charged into 
Mewtonia Tuesday morning, and found that 
the rebels bad been heavily re-enforced, 
having a force estimated at 7,000, and six 
pieces of artillery. Oar men had to ge' 
out the best way they could, tbe infantry 
fighting them hand to hand for three- 
fourths of an hour, as they fell back out of 
Newtonia. Company H, 6 th Kansas cav- 
alry, about forty strong, were surrounded, 
but cut their way out. The Federal troops 
fell back three miles, followed by the 
rebels, when tbe former met reinforcements 
of about 300 cavalry aud four pieces of 
artillery, making six in all. And ia turn 
drove the rebels back into Newtonia. 
Considerable cannonading wae kept up 
for some time between the two armies, 
our men now having three or four 
regiments. About night our troops 
commenced falling back to estop for the 
night. The rebels followed them, when our 
men turned on them, drove them back into 
Newtonia, and held the field. The Federal 
loss, daring the day, was about 140 killed, 
wounded and missing, probably most of 
i hem taken prisoners. Such of our wound- 
ed as fell into the hands of the rebels, were 
treated in a most barborous manner. The 
rebel loss is not known, but is thought to 
be larger than ours in killed and wounded. 
They were still at Newtonia at last ac- 
counts, but will probably sot remain there 
long, as a few days will decide who are 
masters in the Southwest. 

Washington, Oct. 6 . 

The Richmond papers of Saturday, are 
received. The Examiner says: Congress 
again indicates an adjournment coincident 
with a feeling of depression and appie- 
hension in the public mind. The general 
acquitenoe in the executive management, 
right or wrong, has brought to its bitter 
faulte a oloae, vigilant and firm perform- 
ance of Congressional duties, is much de- 
manded by the public exigiuciesas a wild 
and bold control of the army- 

A resolution has been adopted in the rebel 
Senate for the appointment of a committee 
of thirteen, to take testimony relative to the 
outrages committed by tbe Yankees. Tbs 
evidence is to be collected and preserved ia 
a permanent and credible form, in order 
that the truth of history may be vindicated, 
and the perpetrators of the outrages be de- ■ 
livered to the just indignation of present 
and future generations. 

According to the debates and reports of 
the retiel Congress, the Postoffice Depart- ' 
ment is not self-sustaining. 

A bill has been introduced to provide 
against foreign counterfeiters of treasury 
notes. The bill provides that if such coun- 
terfeit notes are introduced by officers and 
soldiers or others of the United State*, the 
oftender shall be deemed guilty of felony, 
and suffer death on conviction of any 
military act. 

An act was passed authorising the 
manufacture of shoes and clethea for the 
army of the Confederacy. It provides for 
bringiug into the country, duty free, corde, 
cord cloths, machinery, and all other ar- 
ticles necessary for the purpose. A joint 
resolution has beec adopted by ths 
Virginia Legislslature, providing that no 
person within that State shall be tried or 
imprisoned for driving therefrom or putting 
to death by any means any person found on 
that soil, aiding or abetting, or in any other 
way giving effect in that State or its bord- 
ers to the lawless aud fiendish proclamation 
of Preaident Lincoln, to liberate the alaves. 

The number of sick and wounded puroled 
by the United States cavalry at Warrenton 
recently is 811. A large inajortity were 
not required to take an oath nor sign any 
writing, hence the papers say they cannot 
be considered aa paroled. 

The railroad bridge over the Rappahan- 
nock was completed on YVedesday, and the 
locomotives Hero and Old Abe, and a few 
others, were brought rapidly over to the 
rebels together with a large quantity of 
rolling stock, kc. The three locomotives 
captured by the rebels from us, were in 
good order, white the others needad re- 
pairs. 

The State of Mississippi, and that part of 
Louisiana east of the Mississippi river, is 
announced as a separata military depart- 
ment, to be under the charge of M%jor Gen- 
eral Pemberton 

Fonrnxss Monxoc, Oct. 6 . 

The steamboat Metamora arrived here 
this morning, from Aiken s Landing. By 
her we obtain Richmond papers to the 4 th 

instant. 

The Richmond Dispatch, of October 1st, 
gives an account of a ease of James M. 
Lovingood, an enrolled conscript, suing for 
his liberty. It was tried before the Elbert 
County (Georgia) Superior Court, and a 
decision given liberating the plaintiff from 
the hauds of the enrolling officer, and pro- 
nouciag the conscript unconstitutional; and 
therefore the act iteelf, and all regulations 
and orders based upoin it, are likewise void. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 3d, says, 
the Federal army is south of the Potomac, 
moving up the valley, from Martinsburg 
and Harper s Ferry, and that a battle may 
be expected at any time. Yellow fever, at 
Wilmington, North Carolina, is not abrting. 
Ou Monday there were forty-three new 
cas*s. Several doctors were sent from 
Charleston there. In the Virginia Legisla- 
ture Mr. Collier, of Petersburg, offered the 
following: 

Whereas, Abraham Lincoln, President of 
the United States, by his recent proclama- 
tion, is acting in stolid contempt of the 
principles of property in slaves, in which 
is no less consecrated in the Federal Consti- 
tution than in ours, and is aiming, by said 1 

{ (reclamation, to excite servile insurrection 
n our midst. 

Rteoleed, therefore, that no person within 
this State shall be held lo have committed 
any offensive act against tbe criminal 
laws thereof, shall be tried or be im- 
prisoned or be required to answer , 
at any time for an act done in driving from 
the State or putting to death any person , 
with or without arms, who may be found on 
our soil aiding in any way to give effect to 
the fiendish purpose of said proclamation. 

The Richmond W'hig of October 4th, 
says that the small-pox has broken out in 
tbe militnry hospitals in Danville. 

On the 2d ihe Federal pickets were 
driven from Flat Rock to Nashville. 

The steamer Forlorn Hope was captured 
by tbe rebels lsst Sunday; 

It is reported, says the W’hig, that 125 
transports have gone up the l’otomac to 
Alexandria, and it is supposed tbe pur- 
pone is to make another move on Richmond 
by way of Freeericksburg or some other 
route. 

The Richmond Enquirer of OcL 4th says 
that the Federala are at Lartiusburg, with 
Iheir left extending to Harper s Ferry. 

Gen. Lee, with a stroug force, is rapidly 
inoviag towards Martinsburg. A desper- 
ate battle is about to be fought. 

McClellan cannot avoid au engagement, 
unless he wthdraws serose the river. 
This he canuot do, as his Government and 
the Abolitionists are urging him foward. 

The negro proclamation is causing some 
commotion in the North, but the univonal 
martial law will probably quell thia.

Advices dated the 4th iastant, 
received from Greenville, Missouri, convey 
reliable intelligence that all the Texas 
troopa, under tbe rebel, McBride, have 
been ordered to return home forthwith, in 
consequence of Union victories at Mar- 
shall and Shreveport. The troops referred 
to is estimated at two thousand. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 4. 

Dispatches from Col. Sibley, dated at the 
mouth of tbe Chippewa river, Sept. 28th, 
says be met a party of friendly Indians, 
who had separated from the Crows, bring- 
ing with them 97 whits prisoners, whom 
they had been instrumental in releaaing 
from the Little Crows party. Many of the 
prisoners were young women, completely 
overwhelmed with joy to be freed from the 
loathsome treatment of their brutal captora. 

A fight was had at Wood Lake, Sept. 23d, 
resulting in the repulse of the Indians. Our 
men buried 14 Indians. 

Col. Sibley is arresting all Indians sus- 
pected of having participated in outrages 
on the frontier, and will execute all found 
guilty on the spot.

Governor Vance has called a council of 
the leading men of thia Slate, for the pur- 
pose of taking President Lincoln's recent 
proclamation into consideration. Union 
war meetings are held daily in adjoining 
counties, for the purpose of filling up the 
loyal North Carolina regiments, which are 
addressed by Hon. Henry C. Poster, 
the Administration candidate fer Con- 
gress, who has thus far met with great suc- 
cess. Six new companies for the famous first 
North Carolina have been sworn in. — 
Ths brave CoL Potter, commanding, who 
has recovered from his wounds, received 
in the recent attack on Washington, in 
which engagements his regiment carried off 
the palm. 

On Wednesday last, nine of our piekots 
took a rifle-pit, and repulsed fifty rebels, 
near Bachelor's Creek, some fifteen miles 
from Newburns. 

The Unionists in Camden have petitioned 
President Lincoln for permission to drive 
all the rebel families out of the oountry. If 
granted, they promise two loyal regiments 
for the Union, half of which are already 
raised; one of cavalry and one of infantry.

Skirmish at Olive Hill.

Portsmouth, Onto, October 4. / 

Col. Eifort has just giveu me a brief ac- 
count of a sharp skirmish at Olive Hill, 
Carter county, Ky., on Thursday, the 2d 
Inst. Morgan a Cavalry, having failed to 
blockade or much retard the progress of the 
Army ef the Gap, struck off our line of 
march aud took the road toward Lexington, 
burning and destroying houses, barns, hay 
and grain. In one district they burned 
forty-five houses, and all belonging to them. 
Their cruelty to the unoffending inhabitants 
at some points, seems almost incredible. 
Colonel E. gave me one instance as an 
illustration. Arriving at ths house of Sen- 
ator Grier, they took hie wife, just seised 
with the pains of maternity, and removed 
her is her bed out of the house, and leav- 
ing her in the open field, burned and 
destroyed everything. Mr. Grier was 
taken prisoner, but subsequently succeed- 
ed in making his escape from them. 

The Home Guards aroused themselves at 
last under command of the Provost Mar- 
shal, CoL Henderson, mustering to the 
number of about 16U, and attacked the ma- 
rauding, murderous vandals at Tygart e 
Bridge, and followed them up the Tygart 
for about tea miles. Col. E. thinks thsy 
dispatched from twenty- five to thirty of 
them. He thinks the leader of this band 
of four or five hundred, is John A. Wil- 
liams, but others say that John Morgan 
himself ie at their head. The former 
.opinion is the more probable. 

The people in the region of Boonevllle 
Furnace, Carter county, are generally true 
to the Union. The impression is that this 
body of cavalry aim at the destruction of 
everything belonging them. 

On my arrival at Portsmouth (8 o’clock 
a. m.) I found gentlemen from the Furnace 
— 40 miles from Portsmouth — seeking the 
aid of a re-enforcement. The only steamer 
at the port was detained several hours for 
them. Soon after noon— notwithstanding 
a heavy rain — five hundred fine looking 
young Foldiera marched into the barges 
accompanying our steamer. They are com- 
manded by Major Keith, of the 107 lh or 
117th 0. V. I., and the boye appeared to be 
in most excellent spirits, and made a good 
impression of their mental and physical 
vigor. 

They landed at Quinsy and resumed their 
line of march. With the valiant Home 
Guards as pioneers, we may hope to have a 
good report of Major Keith and his gallant 
Land.

from C«pL Han-over, of ihe hecona lOBinct 
regimett, a letter, taken from the body of a 
rebel soldier in one of the late battles in 
Maryland, which has been forwarded for 
publication. Wc make the following ex- 
tracts from this epistle, which illustrata one 
phase of this wicked rebellion. We omit 
names and particular localities, so as not 
to inxolve the writer in difficulty : 

, North Carolina, July 4, 1862. 

My dear Son : • * * I hope 

these lines will find you doing as well as a 
poor soldier can. 1 hare good news to write 
you. We have examined your age, and find 
you were born on the lblh of July, 1844, 
consequently the conscript law wou t catch 
you. Show the enclosed certificate of your 
age to your Colonel, and come home, as you 
have a right. They say they have pressed 
all over and uuder the conscript age for I 
ninety days longer. Wheu that is oui, 
come home, for you have as good a right to 
come as any of the rest. Though, 1 suppose, I 
they will make some other law to hold you if 
they can, for they have broken three pledges 
already: 1. To let you all come Lome when 

your twelve months were out. 2. If you 
would enlist, they would give all furloughs 
to come home. 3. On the 10th they would 
let off all under and over age. They have 
not and will not fulfill one of these solemn 
pledges. They are not going to do anything 
they say they will, if they can help it, for 
they know they are badly whipped. Now 
they are conscripting. The conscripts here 
are the maddest men you ever saw. They 
say they don t intend to fight. They can 
make them go, but they cau l make them 
fight. The most of them say they intend to 
go to the North the first chance; and I don’t 
blame them, for there is no justice in such 
a war. There never will be peace till they 
kill off all the men, or they all rebel and 
come home; for it is given up by all the 
smartest men in this country that the North 
will whip — and the sooner the better. I 
don't want you to fire another gun at the 
North, if ^ou can help it. Do like some of 
the rest — shirk out of it. They say it is no 
disgrace. 

I heard this evening that started 

this morning for the army. He has gone 
after hie son D — . He says he is under 
age, and he will fetch him home to stay. 
* * * There are about 900 men at Warm 

Springs now, in camp. They are drilling 
every day. * * * 

I can t tell you anything about my feel* 
ings. Nobody knows my troubles but my- 
self. Your poor father has a great deal 
on him, as your sisters' families are now 
on my hands, since their husbands have 
gone to the war. There is a great deal of 

Biekness here. J L has not gone 

yet. He has l»een trying to get somebody 
to go in his place, and failing in that, he 
made an effort to get appointed deputy 
postmaster, and various other ways to got 
himself exempt. He says the Yaukeia 
will never get a pop at him. He and old 

G are the very men who ought to go, 

but they are the last who will. * 

Bince 1 began this letter, 1 have ascertained 
that your Colonel has a perfect right to let 
you off, on ascertaining your age, so my 
dear son, I have great hopes of seeing you 
in a very short timt. You will have to ]tuy 
back your bounty money before you can 
get off. 

Your brother and sisters send their best 
love to you. 1 rite soon and let iis know 
what your Colonel says. 

We still remain, as ever, your affection- 
ate father and mother until death.
